To make Mrs. Howe’s Scalloped 
Sweet Potato and Apple, boil six 
medium-sized sweet potatoes, peel 
and cut into quarter-inch slices, and 
put in layers in s buttered baking- 
dish, alternating with layers of thin­ 
ly sliced ripe apples, using about 
four apples. Sprinkle each layer of 
apples with a little brown sugar and 
each layer of the potato with a 
little salt and sugar ana liberal dots 
of butter.
